$120,000,000 FOR ROADS. 

The Highway Committee of the State Senate has 
favorably reported the bill proposing an additional 
road bond issue of $120,000,000. The first object 
this proposition is to continue construction of 

highway system at the present scale of opera 
tion until completed. 

Our 7600-mile road system {s about half finished. 
With the money still available from the original bond 
issue of $60,000,000 and the other sources of revenue 
—motor license, gasoline tax and Federal aid—the 
present scale of operation can be maintained this 
year and next. It must then slow down, and unless 
fresh funds are provided we shall then have to: pro- 
ceed on the pay-as-you-go plan, which will postpons 
completion of the State system to 1936
